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MONTHLY  REPORT 

The  following  ilems  or©  taken  from  the  monthly  report 
of  the  director  as  presented  to  the  commission  at  their  regu- 
lar meeting  on  March  2.  1955.  In  Helena: 

CAB  Hearing 

The  examiner  for  the  CAB  hos  recommended  to  the  Civil 
Aeronautics  Board  that  Northwest  Airlines  be  required  to 
ccnilnue  to  service  the  cities  of  Kolispell  ond  Bozeman. 
Northwest  Airlines  made  an  official  protest  to  the  recom- 
mendation and  the  examiner  and  requested  the  Civil  Aero- 
nautics Board  to  give  further  consideration  to  ihelr  appllca- 
I'^'T  f^r  disconlinuonc:  c!  ierviCv  Kulispell. 

Henry  Loble,  attorney  for  the  Montana  Aeronautics  •'  ‘om- 
mission,  submitted  a brief  supporting  the  exominerV  i;rom- 
mendafion  and  Mr.  J.  E.  Murphy,  otiomey  for  Kailspell  and 
the  Flathead  County  Airport  Boa^.  supported  the  aeronautics 
commission  on  the  action  taken  to  the  CAB. 

Action  Northwest  Airlines  Hawaii 

At  the  request  ol  H.  L.  Cummings  this  contacted 
national  legislatures  from  Montana  and  the  secretory  of  the 
CAB  recommending  that  service  by  Northwest  Airlines 
b-:-  -:-:-nltnued  and  advising  that  such  ~ervlce  wos  ol  value 
to  the  stale  of  Montana. 

Action  by  the  CAB  gcrve  approvol  to  the  continuance  of 
-orvlce  by  Northwest  Airlines  franchise  to  Hawaii,  nega- 
tive rcTommendotion  on  which  had  been  supported  by 
President  Eisenhower. 

Feeder  Airline  Pattern 

The  director  was  invited  by  the  Bozeman  Chamber  of 
Commerce  to  speak  on  the  Montana  feeder  airline  pattern 
at  a dinner  attended  by  members  of  the  chamber  ol  com- 
merce and  their  guests  The  Helena  chamber  of  commerce 
had  invited  the  director  to  talk  on  the  same  subject  to  the 
dlrecli-;  of  the  chamber  of  commerce  and  memt^rs  ol  the 
aviation  committee.  The  Missoula  chamber  ol  commerce  Is 
sponsoring  a -imilor  meeting  Frontier  airlines  is  going 
ahead  with  prepcraiirrr  for  a hearing  before  the  CAB  on 
the  matter  of  their  extension  olong  the  hlgh-hne  to  Greet 
Falls  from  Wolf  Point. 

Legislative  Action 

Th«  House  passed  Senate  Bill  No.  13  pertaining  to  a 
direct  one<ent  lax  on  ovialion  fuel  with  the  elimination  ol 
the  additional  lax  and  refund  requirement.  The  bill  was 
signed  by  the  governor  and  the  low  will  become  effc-.;iive 
on  July  1st  of  this  year. 

Aviation  Education 

The  director  attended  a conference  with  Dean  Alkmson 
and  Dean  Corleton  in  Missoula,  pertaining  to  the  oviation 
seminar  being  scheduled  for  next  summer.  The  educa- 
tion deportment  and  the  summer  school  administration  sold 
that  they  would  addr*^.;’  6.000  printed  brochures  to  Montana 
teachers  on  an  arrangement  similar  to  the  publicity  released 
for  the  aviation  education  program  last  year. 

Aviation  Film 

Airport  America,  the  NASAO  aviation  picture  has 
been  rrc'ived  by  this  office  This  Is  a color  film  similar  to 
Monlona  and  the  Sky  " showing  the  general  aviation  ac- 
tivities on  airports  and  the  value  of  such  activity  to  com- 
muntllea  ond  industry.  The  film  is  14  minutes  In  length  and 
Is  available  on  request  from  this  office. 

NASAO  Regional  Meeting 

The  director  attended  a meeting  in  Boise  of  the  direc- 
tors of  the  four  northwest  stales.  The  directors  from  the  other 
- tales  agreed  to  support  action  in  requesting  the  notional 
park  -«ervice  to  establish  landing  strips  within  the  boundaries 
of  national  parks.  Recommendations  were  submitted  to  the 
winter  board  meeting  of  NASAO  which  was  attended  by 
George  Nelson,  director  ol  aeronautics  lor  Wyoming,  repre- 
senting this  area. 


OPERATION  SKY  HOOK 

Poclfic  Telephone  literally  look  to  the  an  recently  as 
pari  ol  a prolert  to  provide  service  to  the  Trabuco-Oaks  area 
east  lo  El  Toro.  The  company  was  faced  with  the  task  of 
stringing  two  miles  ol  telephone  wire  ocros;  rugged  hilly 
country  to  bring  telephones  lo  more  then  50  waiting  oppli- 
canis  in  the  O’Neil  Park,  Cook's  Comers  and  Shady  Oaks. 
The  proifx-i  part  of  an  eight-mile  line,  was  complicated  by 
large  amounts  of  poison  oak  in  the  path  of  the  route.  Start- 
ing In  September,  construction  crews  plac^  telephone  poles 
on  hill  tops  at  about  500  foot  distance:.  Next  step  was  to 
string  the  wire  from  pole  lo  pole. 

Supervising  construction  foreman  Mark  West  took  a 
look  at  those  sleep  canyons  and  all  that  poison  oak  and 
sold,  "There  must  be  an  eosier  and  foster  way." 

A hired  helicopter  laid  two  miles  of  quarlor  inch  manila 
rope  along  the  pole  line  in  about  an  hour's  time.  Telephone 
wire  wos  fastened  lo  the  rope  and  pulled  along  the  route 
Irom  pole  lo  pole.  No  climbing  up  and  down  canyon  walls, 
no  poison  oak. 

PacHic  Telephone  will  use  radio  frequencies  to  carry 
many  simultaneous  conversations  over  the  wires.  Special 
equipment  In  the  Son  Juan  Capistrano  central  office  will 
separate  the  conversations  for  forwarding  to  their  desllna- 
lions.— Calif.  Aeronautics  Commission  Newsletter.

The  new  Montana  aeronautics  chart  Is  now  ovoUable 
to  pilots  and  moy  be  purchased  from  tlighl  operators  at 
SI. 00  per  copy  which  is  the  actual  cost  of  production  of  this 
chart.  Sample  copies  and  order  forms  hove  been  distributed 
lo  oil  Montana  flight  operotors  and  it  is  urged  ihot  you 
contact  your  nearest  flight  operator  immedialely  to  see  and 
purchase  a copy  ol  the  Montana  aeronautics  chart. 

You  may  note  that  this  chart  is  in  !=;.el  and  that  the 
only  aeronaulicol  navigation  data  on  the  fn  • ol  the  mop 
Is  the  airports.  The  back  of  the  chart  includes  a half-scale 
chart  with  ail  radio  rievigotiun  information  such  as  low  fre- 
quency and  VHF  facilities,  -rommercla!  broadcast  stations 
ond  television  towers.  Additional  features  on  the  half-scale 
map  include  omni  directional  bearings  the  UNICOM  station 
at  Horlowton.  civil  defense  and  search  and  rescue  areas,  air- 
way beacon  lights,  the  mllilory  grid  and  magnetic  variation 
lines,  together  with  CAA  control  areas  and  restricted  areas. 
Additional  information  on  the  reverse  side  ol  the  map  in- 
clude: instrument  let  down  procedure  with  information  on 
the  use  of  the  GCA  facility  at  the  Great  Foils  Air  Base:  a 
listing  of  108  public  and  municipal  airports;  220  flying  farm- 
er and  rancher  airports  and  frequencies  ol  all  commercial 
radio  broadcast  and  television  stations.  The  radio  data  was 
placed  on  the  reverse  side  ol  the  map  lo  make  the  geo- 
graphical features  of  the  map  more  readable  and  beetle 
of  the  changing  policy  in  the  location  and  number  of  CAA 
airway  radio  lactlitles  which  made  It  oppeor  that  the  infor- 
mation on  these  radio  facilities  as  listed  would  be  obsolete 
In  a very  short  lime  The  radio  information  on  the  reverse 
side  will  be  revised  periodically  and  this  con  be  done  with- 
out reprinting  the  geographic  features  as  shown  on  the  face 
of  the  map. 

This  aeronaulic:  chart  of  Montana  includes  an  areo 
which  would  be  shown  on  six  different  Coost  and  Geo- 
detic world  aeronautics  chaits.  The  terrain  features  are 
shown  in  relief  with  corrections  In  these  features  which  were 
made  from  reports  from  pilots  Aerial  observations  were 
made  with  a cartographer  from  the  map  company  taking 
colored  picture  i from  the  air  over  many  sections  of  the  stale. 
We  think  thi.  mop  is  the  most  accurate  and  practical  aero- 
nautics chart  that  has  bgeen  developed  of  this  area  and 
we  hope  you  like  it. 


AGRICULTURAL  PILOT  AND  AGRICULTURAL 
AIRCRAFT  REGISTRATION 
Registration  cards  :cr  agricultural  pilot  and  agricul- 
tural aircraft  registration,  have  been  dislrlbuted  to  all  flight 
operators  and  to  all  previously  registered  agricultural  pilots. 
In  spile  of  the  present  weather  it  is  probable  that  the  alfalfa 
weevil  will  hop  out  at  any  lime  now  and  it  is  suggested  that 
if  you  are  engaged  in  agricultural  flying  you  check  your 
public  liability  and  property  damage  insurance,  your  work- 
man's compensation  insurance  and  your  agricultural  pilot 
and  agricultural  aircraft  registration.  If  you  do  not  have  the 
proper  forms  for  registration  contact  this  office  and  we  will 
mall  them  lo  you. 


VTO  VERTICAL  TAKEOFF  OPERATION 
A completely  outomotic  escape  sequence  for  both  the 
Lockheed  and  Convair  VTO  lighters  has  been  developed 
and  installed.  Wi  Ih  the  new  system  the  pilot  con  elect  him- 
self safely  at  altitudes  as  low  as  25  feet  if  his  plane  has  an 
airspeed  of  200  knots.  During  a normal  landing,  the  Aero 
Medical  Assn,  was  told  by  Cdr.  R.  A,  Bosee.  (MSO  USN. 
the  VTO  approaches  the  touch-down  area  at  a horizontal 
speed  of  about  40  knots,  maintaining  this  speed  in  an  in- 
creasingly nose-up  altitude  until  forward  speed  finally  drops 
lo  zero.  During  this  40-knot  approach  iJ  the  pilot  had  to 
elect  himself  from  the  plane,  the  speed  of  the  seal  would 
be  equal  (and  In  an  opposite  direction)  to  that  of  the  plane. 
Under  such  conditions  of  zero  velocity,  normal  ejection  seals 
and  parachutes  require  at  least  500  feel  of  altitude  lo  operate 
safely. 

In  the  new  system.  Boses  told  those  attending  the  three- 
day  meeting  in  Washington,  the  safely  bell  oulomatic^ly 
opens  as  the  seat  runs  along  its  guide  rails.  After  it  has 
efeored  the  cockpit  by  about  six  feet,  the  seat  is  snubt^ 
by  nylon  line;.  The  pull  exerted  by  these  lines  slows  the 
seat,  allowing  the  pilot  lo  fly  clear  of  it.  A sialic  line  attached 
to  the  sect  then  opens  the  pilot's  parachute,  which  In  itself 
has  additional  air-catching  strips  around  the  edge  of  the 
canopy  for  quicker  opening. — Am.  Avn.  Dolly.

AVIATION  SAFETY 

An  interesting  letter  received  from  Ihe  Beech  Aircraft 
Corporation,  doled  lanuary  27lh,  gives  slallstlcs  released 
by  the  Notional  Safety  Council  and  the  Notional  Business 
Aircralt  Association.  Business  alrcralt  during  the  last  year 
in  the  United  Stales  flew  455,000,000  plane  miles  with  an 
accident  fatality  rate  of  -S3  fatalities  per  100,000,000  pets- 
senger  miles,  while  passenger  automobiles  and  taxis  had 
an  accident  falahiy  rale  ol  about  2,9  iaialilles  per  100,000,* 
000  passenger  miles  lor  the  same  period.  Don't  be  com- 
placent; remember  H was  no  accident  that  business  Hying 
was  5,8  limes  as  sale  as  automobile  travel  in  1953. 

A quarterly  accident  report  received  Irom  Ihe  CAA  4th 
Region  for  the  lost  quarter  of  1954  gives  some  interest  com- 
ment on  the  statistics  released  with  (he  report  as  follows: 
"The  student  pilot  may  get  a little  scared  about  the 
hazards  ol  flying.  However,  even  an  inexperienced  pilot 
can  readily  see  lhat  Ihe  cause  of  many  ol  these  accidents 
was  silly.  It's  up  to  him  to  profit  by  the  experience  of  others, 
to  use  his  head  and  to  insist  that  his  flight  instructor  leach 
him  Ihe  things  he  needs  to  ovoid  the  accidents  that  are 
occurring  to  others. 

The  private  pilot  should  really  sharpen  his  wits  os 
most  of  those  accidents  are  happening  to  private  pllols. 
The  large  majority  on  this  list  are  occasioned  by  hurry, 
thoughtlessness,  carelessness  or  lack  ol  know-how  <^i 
smart  and  gel  proficiency  checks  from  lime  to  lime.  Make 
sure  that  you  have  the  knowledge  and  pUol  abiUly  to  enable 
you  to  ovoid  or  successfully  encounter  the  conditions  which 
are  causing  other  private  pilots  to  have  accidents. 

The  prolessional  pilot  should  be  searching  around  pretty 
fast  for  answers,  as  he's  not  supposed  to  have  accidents. 
This  pilot  can  readily  Identify  those  accidents  which  ore 
excusable. 

The  flight  instructor  should  experience  a mental  reociion 
that  might  require  re-evalualing  his  methods  and  thorough- 
ness. Perhaps  he  should  wonder  how  mony  of  his  former 
(and  present)  students  are  subject  to  similar  thoughtlessness 
ond  lack  ol  know-how.  It  is  lully  agreed  that  a flight  in- 
structor irequently  has  little  control  over  the  amount  ol  in- 
struclton  □ student  will  take;  what  he  does  when  "out  of 
sight  and  hearing;"  whether  or  not  adequate  transition 
check-out  is  obtained  in  "hotter"  types  and  especially  oJler 
his  student  is  given  a private  pilot  rating.  However,  it  also 
appears  reosonoble  to  expect  that  a sincere  teaching  atti- 
tude and  thorough  instruction  (as  lor  as  it  goes)  will  usually 
enable  the  would-be  pilot  to  keap  out  of  trouble  until  he 
learns  how  to  lly. 

Accidents  classified  as  lollows:  20  ground  accidents, 
35  takeoff  accidents;  58  in-llighl  accidents,  and  83  landing 
accidents.

WHAT  ARE  YOU  DOING? 

General  Beniamin  Chidlow  »aid  that  defending  th 
U.  S.  Is  not  solely  a military  function;  rather  it  is  a job  Ic 
all  163  million  U-  S.  Citizens.  He  paid  special  tribute  to  th 
400,000  loyal  citizens  who  man  our  Ground  Observer  Corpi 
This  Corps,  he  said  is  a vital  link  in  (he  defense  system  < 
our  country,  and  great  credit  should  go  to  those  people  wh 
participate  In  Ihe  program. 

Gen.  Chidlaw  referred  lo  Madison  as  ihe  "model  con 
munity " in  Ihe  Air  Defense  Command.  Madison  is  held  u; 
as  on  example  to  other  cities  with  ^nlinenial  Air  Defens 
units  located  nearby. 

He  pointed  up  the  need  lor  speed  in  delense  by  fellin' 
us  that  modem  jel  airplanes  fly  so  lost  that  they  rarely  se 
their  enemy.
